On 4/11/67, ABrnHl Office Security, 

CIA, advised the Liaison Agent that CIA's Domestic Contact 
Service had a relationship with Shaw from December, 1948, 
through May, 1956. CIA has notbeen in contact with Shaw 
since May, 1956. According CIA's relationship 

with Shaw was based on his pos^^^^^tls Director of the Inter- 
national Trade Mart, New Orleans, and his international contac 
that would normally flow therefrom. CIA's interest in Shaw s 
international contacts was in connection with their responsi- 
bility to collect positive foreign intelligence. 

According to a review of CIA's records reveal 

CIA was in contact with Shaw on seven occasions in 1949; two 
in 1950; five in 1951; nine in 1952; one in 1953; two in 1954; 
two in 1955; and two in 1956 

The last record in CIA files concerning Shaw reflect 
that on 5/9/61, Deputy Director Cabell of CIA, spoke before 
the Foreign Policy Association in New Orleans. On the 
occasion of this speech, Cabell was introduced by Clav Shaw, 
who was the Program Director. r r C r..
